Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD entitled Crayy White Boys is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The DVD contains a feature comprised of short clips showing contrived stunts, juvenile drunken 
behaviour, and street violence. 

The publication depicts matters such as sex, crime, cruelty and violence in such a manner that its 
availability is likely to be injurious to the public good. It presents cruelty to animals, assault, 
property damage and illegal drug use as entertaining activities that are fun to commit. The victims 
of these crimes are uniformly ridiculed and treated with contempt while the perpetrators are shown 
to gain street credibility without suffering any adverse consequences. The DVD therefore has the 
potential to transmit to its likely audience an open contempt for, and flaunting of, the criminal law, 
particularly in its more instructional sequences. It also has the potential to embed in viewers an 
attitude that committing criminal activity is exhilarating and personally advantageous, particularly as 
viewers are encouraged to send in similar home videos for inclusion in the next edition in the 
series. The DVD’s ridiculing of those who are not white-skinned, and those who have suffered 
misfortune and disadvantage, is racist and serves to create, maintain and reinforce unsympathetic 
and inhumane attitudes towards the victims of crime and those who find themselves in unfortunate 
circumstances. 

Having considered the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 in conjunction with the application of 
the statutory criteria under the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 to this 
DVD, and having identified the resulting injuries to the public good that the availability of this 
DVD is likely to create, it is apparent that injury to the public good is likely to result from anyone, 
regardless of age, viewing this DVD. Although a classification of "objectionable" violates the 
freedom of expression, it is the only classification that prevents the risk presented by this 
publication's availability. It is for these reasons that this publication is classified as objectionable. 
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
